Sutermeister formerly on t he ' 
telegrap h desk of the Kansas City 
Star, had left his home in Kansas i 
City last Tuesday with the inten­ 
tion of going to Park College a t ■ 
Park ville, Mo., where he was to ■ 
have attended school this fall. 
The theory of investigators here, 
f 
and the belief of his father, is that 
the youth was forced by bandits to 
drive them toward St. Louis. 
He 
had been dead at least twelve hours 
I 
before the body was found. 
A bul­ 
let hole in his right temp le indicat­ 
ed investigators said, he had been 
murdered. 
Young 
Sutermeister 
was left handed, it was learned, 
and it was believed imp ossible for 
him to have fired the shot which 
caused his death. 
A blood stained handk erchief and 
a .32 caliber revolver was found on 
the floor of the car. Two shots had 
had been fired from the gun, al­ 
though only one bullet wound was 
found on the body. 
The 
father, 
mother and 
sister 
of the dead boy arrived here today 
to claim his body and to assist if 
p ossible in the investigation. They 
said Curtis had no reason to k ill 
himself, and was look ing forward 
to attending college this semester. 
Sheriff W. P. Garrett and Prose­ 
cuting Attorney T. A. Faucett said 
the investigation into the murder 
would continue, although handicap ­ 
p ed by the fact the death was not 
discovered until twelve hours afteri 
the k illing.
